Condrlllon," n fairy tale in four nets
unci tableaux, the hook by Henri fain
and the music liy Jules Massenet, was per-
formed by tho Philadelphia-Chicag- o opera
romrany under tho direction of Andrea
Dlppel at tho Metropolitan Opera House
Ut night for tho first time in this city.
This organization had already given tho
opera in tho courso of its winter season
In Chicago and disclosed Its churnm to
Phllndelphlans) last Saturday afternoon.

The opera was produced in Paris at the
Opera Comiquo on May 'it, 1899. Natu-
rally many people said that it was a French
Kansel und Oretel" and that if it had not

hoeri for Humperdinck it would not
have corao into existence. Henri Cain
promptly declared that ho had sketched
his libretto before Humperdlnck's fairy
opera had been made known. He added
In a letter to Adolph Jullien that the great
success of tho German work made him
and Massenet doubtful as to whether they
ought to go uliead with theirs,

All this is hUtory, but it has no great
fignitlcance, for tho sufficient reason that
"Otidrillon" is no more like "Hansel und
tiretel" than "Pelleas et MeJisande" is like
"Tristan und Isolde." Humperdinck
liuilded better than he knew; Massenet
only as well. Humperdinck made Wag-
ner out of folk music; Massenet turned
IVrruult into a I.ouls XIII. pastoral,

It is not necessary to tell tho story or
I'errault, for every child knows it Henri
Cain has arranged it excellently for thf
purposes of tho lyric stage. Tho action

sentimental episodes alternati-
ng with or accompanied by spectacular
lieauty of no mean order Proper points
of repose for th exercise or the spell of
rnusi" are provided, and these are followed
by the movement necessary to carry the
tory forward.
Inevitably the materinl furnished by

the little tale are of texture
There is no opportunity for a display of
;rand expression. The musloian who
i.t the book must deal only in dainty
tancy and pretty sentiment. There is
no passion; there is no tragedy. The
urwra should be heard at many inatin.Vs.
It would delight tho children and l an
inlvantageous exercise in French.

.ince. then, there is no profundity in
the lyric play, there shall be none in the
passing record of the morning after.

All this is set forth
with much animation and with graceful
fluent music. One remembers nothing,
but one is pleased while it all passes the
nr The skill of Massenet's lino stage-
craft is always felt.

Then comes the natural change of mood.
r.derella enters and reflects upon her

condition. Finally she goes to sleep in
the chimney corner. Now wo hear th

oice of the good fairy. She U a most
excellently disposed immortal, clad in
discreet draperie. and voicing her ideas
in Meyerbeerion coloratura, a true elf of
the Hois do Boulogne. She has her chorus,
at first, invisible, then seen." It is all de-

lightful, this fairy action. Lole Fuller
lights, silent dancing, mysterious posing,
rhifting, evanishing colors, and music
a thin and iridescent as gossamers
unite in making a most exquisite bcene.

Cinderella awakes to find herself clad
m gorgeous raiment and her chariot
ready to take her to the ball.

THE VOLPE ORCHESTRA.

Albert Spalding Phi) .inch's V. Mujnr
Conrerto for Violin.

Tlie Volpe Symphony 'Society gave Its
third subscription conijert last night at
Carnegie Hall. It had chosen to make
Its programme Interesting by present-
ing music from many lands, as Ger-
many, Hungary. Norway, France and
Hussln, Conductor Volpe's custom has
usually been to offer at each of these
concerts an American composition. Last
night the programme contained, no such
work, but nn American soloist had been
selected. This was the young violinist,
Albert

The orchestra gaie as an opening
number the symphony In K Mat major.
No. 3!t. of Mozart, and In a manner that
was genuinely refreshing. The players
still have some things to learn about
tone gradations anil the restraint nt

Igorinis emphasis while sustaining a
proper level nf musical Ideas

Hut they nlwayn played with an In-
telligence imbued with musical virility,
and frequently, as In the minuet and
finale movements of the symphony, with
a good degree of orchestral technic.

The next lniiortnnt Item In the list
was liach's violin concerto, No. L', In K
major. Mr. Spalding's performance of
It wan notable first of all for beauty of
conception. There were a few passages
that would have been more acceptable
to the ear If his executive power had
been less restrained nnd his clearness
of tone a little more distinctly defined.
Hut these spots were few and left his
playing of Bach's music to show as an
achievement of rare musical loveliness.

Other programme numbers were
Uoldmark's "Sakuntala" overture,
Grieg's "Lyric Suite," the "Rondo

of Salnt-Saen- s for violin, and
Hlmsky-Korsakow- 's effective "Caprlc-cl- o

Kspagnol." The audience was a very
large one and appreciative.

They were by no moans an ordinary lot
the characters in "The Fatted Calf, " which
was seen hist night nt Daly's Theatre tifter
a Mstpiiiement from Monday. The
heroine hud nervous prostration or some
similar malady, and tho physician treat-
ing her employinl a method that seemed
much like hy pot ism Then it was the
doting parents of this heroine who were
presumably responsible by their excessive
attention for nil tho ills that befell her.
'Die son of this unusual family appeunsl
in the play after ho had spent ten years
in Kngland, Of course ho was responsible
for the title. Cyril Scott did not look in
the least fat, however. Yet It was prob-
ably better to call the play after him than
any of tho others.

It happened that the voting woman in
ove with him w.n so much interested in
the science of eugenics that she could not
think of entering a family in which then-wa- s

n daughter suffering from any mental
trouble. The hypochondriacal atmos-
phere of this family was filled with sug-
gestions of iKil.soned food, the discussion
of proper ventilation and the good effects
that follow the avoidance of disagreeable
subjects of conversation. So there was
considerable attention to health and Its
preservation on the part of all the char-
acters iu Arthur Hopkins's new farce.
In spite of these precautious, however,
it was imMssillo to accept a single event
of tho drama on any other hypothesis
then the iusnuityof every character In It.
This condition showed'no amelioration as
the evening progres-ei- l.

It seemed lirst that the heroine must
be insane. Then It seemed beyond all
discussion positive that her parents were
crazy. The conversation of the be-

trothed of the hero on tho subject of
eugenics left it iiossible to conclude only
that siie was quite out of her mind The
second scene of the first art introduced
the son from London, and there was skjii
a well defined suspicion that he was a
congenital idiot, lie talked nbout the
poisoned food and succeeded in per-
suading the family to dine alone in shki-rat- o

restaurants.
Tho heroine stood on the Imlcony and

threatened like in "Diplomacy"
to jump out. Kvery time she approached
the balcony afterward most of the audi-imic- o

wished she would if only the other
character could be induced to take the
leap after her Hut the hypnotlo doctor
made passes at her, talked mental healing
nnd left the audience uneasy to the
soundness of its own rein-o- u A more
iiusmiprehenilve product ha not been
exhibited to the public this winter

While half nn hour of this rigamarole
described ns "Fun in a Madhous?" might
have served as an old fashioned bu

afterpiece, there was an oocae
slonal indication that tho play might
originally have been intended as a serious
work to treat of mental cures atid then
for managerial or other reasons, twisted
into a semblance of comedy H ut few
nuthors would think of poisoned food and
heroines with suicidal mania as starting
points for fun. Speculation on tho sub-le- ct

is, however, qtuto unless. "The
Futted Calf" seems beyond exp lanntiou
from any x)int of

phemonena, however, v ere
observable. The heroine in the nttta tive
lierson of Margaret Greene grew he itine-an- d

prettier In aiect as the play pro-
ceeded, Robert Drouct as tho hypnotic
doctor wore n diamond ring on each
hand. Prof Munsterberg has long argued
concerning Vho potency of a shiny object
In producing a hypnotic state, so it may
have been s ience nnd not a taste for
jewelry tint lead to Mr. Droutt's ostenta-
tion. Frank Hatch, who supplanted
Charles Wells as one of the unusual
parents, was not altogether familiar
with his lines.

Cyril Scott's finished, sprightly method
did not help him in the effort to appear
reasonable. It may havo been her evi-
dent sanity or the skilful acting of Miy
Malloy that made tho Irish maidservant
seem the ono human character hi the
piay. The grateful heart of tho audi-
ence went out to the slightest sign of
common sense that wus revealed in
"Tho Fatted Calf."

"VENGEANCE" PLAYED.

A Stern Drama Done From the- Russian
by Herman Ilernstcln.

On the programme nt tho benollt for,
tho Nndago Doreo Society at tho Hudson
Theatre yesterday aftomoon was a ono
act play called " Vongcanco." Herman
Bernstein adapted tho drama from tho
Russian of nn undisolo'-e- d wrltor. Flvo
characters toll the story, which occupies
about fifteen minutes in performance.
Just how true tho play is to tho relentloss
realism of' modern Russian writers mny
bo understood from the death of threo
figures in the play and tho Injury of
another. Ono alone escapes.

The action of "Vengeance" passes
In the home and wineshop or a grower
In tho vineyard district of Franco, An
old man Hits paralyzed in his chair when
tho curtain rises. Ho can scarcely move.
But his eyes can --follow tho movomonts
of his guilty daughtor-in-la- as sho
moves about tho room preparing to re-

ceive her lover. Ho is also equal to
turning his head after tho youth haa
entored the living room and the two
aro arranging in a corner of tho room
their meeting that night.

His oyos. Just ns tho eyes of the para-
lyzed mother in "Therfcse Racqulti" of
Kmil Zola, rest on this guilty wife until
she taunts him with his impotenco to spy
on her and abuso her, as he used, to do
when he was strong, Her husbund,
devoted to his father, tins no idea of the
extent to which the guilty wifo is tor-
turing him. He sends ono of his work-
men down Into tho doep cellar to fetch
a liottlo of wine and lcavos tho room
to finish up tho remaining business of tho
day.

Tho steps aro slippery nnd tho stone
floor of tho collar lies bo deep that a fall
would mean death. The workman starts
down with hi lamp awl pottle, how-rre- r.

nnd succeeds iu almost reaching

tho top in safely. Then there is a crash
heard outsldo. He shrieks, staggers
into tho room und tells of tho narrow
escape ho hod. Tho three steps nt tho
top of tho ladder crashed Into tho dark-
ness beneath him. By dropping the bottle
and the lantern ho could cling to tho
landing and escape death.

Ho tolls breathlessly the story of his
peril. The paralyzed father slowly
turns his eyes toward the two. A sudden
expression of triumph comes Into the
faco of tho wife. The workman, rested
from the shock, takes a piece of silver
and goes away. Tho thought of freedom
again lights up tho face of the wife.
Intent ly tho old man watches her. He man-
ages to moan aloud when her husband
returns, wants his wine for supper nnd
makes his way, to tho cellar door. The
stupid workman could not find the right
vat Is her excuse lor his failure to bring
back the wine.

His father almost moves In his chair
when her husband starts toward the
door. Tho wife trembles nt tho audacity
of her crlmo and twice culls back the man
she is seeking to send to his death. Hv
a mighty effort his father is able to call
out his sonV'name. "Arnold'" Hut ignor-
ant of the Meaning of all these signs
the husband enters the stairway and
shrieks as he falls to his death on tho
stone floor. '

Divided between remorse at her crime
and delight in her freedom tho guilty
wife puts her face in her hands. Sho
cannot .see that the sick old tiinn bus
by u mighty effort raised himself in his
chairatid dropping thocoverlids is making
his way slowlv to where she stands. Before
sho knows that he Is out of his n mm-toute- d

chnir his fingers have clutched
her throat'. They close and ho drags his
son's murderer across the stuire bv her
tiis-k-

, never relaxing his hold. Slowly
sho grows limp and falls (lend when ho
loosens his grip on her throat, Then
in a sudden paroxysm he falls to tho
ground and after n shudder that shakes
ills frame, grows rigid iu death.

Nicholas OrlolV made a thrilling study
of enfeebled age and revengeful senility
out of the paralytic. He possesses the
tnct of omitislon and his playing was
effectively free from unessential detail,
Hrrtha Mann as the faithless wife. Henry
Sharp us her husbund, Nolan Gagtiu
as tho workman and Paul Navau as a
lover were all adequate to imparting
its full share of naturalness to Mr Bern-
stein's play

Francis F I.eland was recovering from
a brief illness when seen at his apart-
ments at 137 Hiverside Drive yesterday.
He was disinclined to talk of his gift, but
mado it clear that he was chiefly moved
by a desire to wo New York institutions
as good as the In-s- t in the world.

"I havo a pride in seeing New York
possessing institutions equal to any In
tho world," he said, "anil have chosen
to give this money for the advancement
